Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, appUcant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 

single invention to which the claims must be restricted; 

Group I , claim(s) 1 -3, 5-9, drawn to a polynucleotide targeting construct and a method 
for inactivating a D-like cyclin inhibitor via structurally disrupting the D-like cyclin 
inhibitor gene. 

Group n . claim(s) 4, 10-14, drawn to an oUgonucleotide and a method of antisence 
inhibition of the D-like cyclin inhibitor gene. 

Group ni , claim(s) 15-16, drawn to a nucleotide sequence encoding a plant D-like 
protein. 

The inventions hsted as Groups I-HI do not relate to a single inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 

A) The invention has no special technical feature that defines a contribution over the 
prior art, or 

B) Unity of invention between different categories of inventions will only be found to 
exist if specific combinations of inventions are present.
